SCHOOL IN THE HOME 


Problems of Homework and Parents 
Are Discussed 


Parents who encourage their child: 
ren to carry out experiments | 
at school, and generally to utilize al 
knowledge gained there st home, are 
doing a wise thing. There fs, on the 
whole, too great a gulf Letween home 
life and school life. It {s a constant 
cry, nowadays, that the children do 
not learn anything at school. After 
many years of what is considered the 
best education, we find much to be 
desired in the child’s equipment. The 
boy is often a disappointment to his 
employer, and the mother ts surprised 
to find that her daughter knows less 
than she knows l.erself. Ono of the 
chief reasons for this failure {3 to be 
found in the fact that too much is 
attempted during the child's school 
life. Another reason is that there is 
little interest of a practical nature 
taken in the child’s work at home, 

Lack of Wise Sympathy 

The cry, “Have you finished your 
lessons?” is often heard; but there 
the matter ends. The parents seldom 
take the trouble to ask, “What lessons 
have you to do this evening?” and 
the children do not often volunteer/the 
information. Very frequently the 
child is stopped in his recital offthe 
day’s doings at schoo. by an }im- 
patient request to “be quiet,” andthe 
telling of the. tale is never completed. 
Those who have had experience in 
teaching, know at once when there is 
any interest taken in the child's les- 
sons at home. Such children, though 
they may not be quite so bright as 
others in the class, always get on more 
rapidly, and have a clearer under- 
standing of their work. Where a child 
is naturally gifted, and where at the 
same time there is an intelligent in- 
terest taken in his work in the home, 
his progress is made very rapidly in 
deed. 


Happy and Bright 

The child with an uns~mpathetice 
home circle, or an apathetic or un- 
intelligent one, luses very often the 
interest that he would otherwise have 
in his work. He feels that at home 
{t matters little or nothing how he 
gets on at school. He cannot discusa 
his work with anyone there, and he 
cannot get help when {it is wanted, 
or give information—for this last is 
never needed. We all know that a 
fact once heard is soon forgotten. We 
know, too, that a fact heard, and then 
repeated once or twice to othera will 
linger for a long time in the memory, 
The child learns by teaching, and if 
we will allow our children to teach 
us what they have learned at school, 
if we will allow them to use their 
knowledge at home, we fall find that 
they make much more progress, and 
are far happier into the bargain. 

Some parents, on the othcr hand, 
take, if possible, too great an interest 
in their children’s school life. They 
ask all the questions, without waiting 
to be told anything. And, worse even 
than this, they “drive” their offspring 
to such an extent, that jaded and worn, 
the children can never hope to do 
themselves or their parents credit.

VARIOUS GOOD WAYS ~— 
OF COOKING RICE | 


Tho old Creole way of preparin; 
rice, which must be of snowy whit« 
ness, leaves every grain distinct, ten 
der and perfectly dry. It must b 
thoroughly washed and picked over. 
then rubbed between the hands befor: 
cooking. Place pan over fire with « 
quart of water, and when boiling adi 
@ cup of well-cleaned rice, a few grain: 
at a time, so as not to stop the water 
from boiling; stir gently occasionally 
with silver fork to prevent sticking to 
bottom of pan. As soon as the grain 
commences to soften, do not stir on 
any account; let it continue boiling 
until grains begin to swell out and 
appear to thicken; usually this takes 
about twenty minutes. This can be 
ascertained by mashing one of the 
grains between the finge3; drain and 
set pot in the oven without a cover, 

The rice may puff or swell for ten 
minutes; it must not brown, just simp- 
ly dry out; shake the pot before dish: 
ing, and every grain will stand apart 
of itself, beautifully white and dry, not 
the sodden mass many people call 
boiled rice. Served with meat and 
gravy, it makes an appetizing dish. 

Croquettes With Parsley 

One cup of rice, one quart of milk, 
one tablespoonful of chopped parsley, 
yolks of four eggs, salt and pepper to 
taste. Wash and prepare rice, then 
put to cook in a double boiler; when 
cooked take from fire, beat until 
smooth, mashing all the crains. Then 
add well-bexien yolks of eggs and cook 
for eight minutes longer, add season- 
ing and paraley, using white pepper; 
cool. When cool form into croquettes, 
mix thoroughly, take crom fire and 
dip in whites of eggs (left from yolks) 
and breadcrumbs, fry in boiling hot 
fat, drain o. soft paper, put sprig of 
parsley on top of each croquette and 
serve insteac of potatoes, 

Rice Dumplings 

It was the old Creole cooks who first 
evolved that famous Creole dessert, 
rice dumplings. They are made as fol- 
lows: One-half cup of flour, three cups 
of ground rice, eight apples, tart and 
not overripe, two quarts of milk, 
sugar and cinnamon, one-quarter of 
the peel of an orange and one-half of 
a grated nutmeg. Pare the apples and 
take out the cores, leaving the apples 
whole, Take the ground cinnamon 
and sugar, mix well and fill the cores 
with this mixture. In the meantime 
boil the rice in milk until it comes 
to the consistency of flour, having 
added the grated orange peel and one- 
half teaspoonzul of grated nutmeg and 
one-half cup of flour. Take off fire 
and let cool. Then cover each apple 
with a very thick coating of the rice 
and tie each dumpling iu a cloth very 
tightly and put them in a pot of cold 
water. Bring the water to a quick 
boil and boil the apples for three. 
quarters of an hour. When done untle 
the cloth and place the dumplings 
carefully on a large dish. Sprinkle 
each with a little nutmeg, put on top 
of each a dot of butter, set in oven for 
five or ten minutes to brown, and 
serve with hard or cream sauce, They 
are most delicious with hard sauce. 
They may be served without setting 
in oven, immediately after they hava 
been taken from the water, or they 
may be served cold.

Anyone in 
ordinary health can do it satisfactor- 
ily.

The effect of ela- 
tion, freshness, and renewed life is 
immediately felt, and the satiny tex- 
ture of the skin and increased clear- 
mess and brightness of the com- 
‘plexion after a salt rub swell the 
testimony in its favor.

‘This is plain sailing, but 
unfortunately sunset does not fall at 
the same hour day after day, and

Process of Making Tapioca 

The origin of tapioca which is be+ 
coming very expensive under — the 
war demands is probably the least 
known of any article on the market, 
It is manufactured from tapioca flour 
on the Islands of Singapore, Penang 
and Java. This flour is made from 
the tapioca potato, the root of the 
cassava or manioc plant. These po- 
tatoes often weigh over twent 
pounds. They are washed, skinned, 
cut into small pieces and put into a 
grater, where small circular saws re- 
duce them to pulp. The fine flour is 
separated by a revolving drum, and 
after being washed six times is dried 
on heated tray It is then made into 
dough and pressed through sieves and 
baked.

Lord Rhondda, better known 
Canada as D, A. Thomas, the great 
Welsh coal king, has added one more 
huge asset to his already colossal in- 
terests, namely, the collieries of Da- 
vis & Sons, Limited, in South Wales. 
The Consolidated Cambrian Limit- 
ed, of which Lord Rhondda is chair- 
man, control and own six collieries, 
with an output of 3,000,000 tons of 
coal per annum, which, with the ad- 


ditional output now. acquired, will 
increased to 5,000,000 tons per 
annum. The amount of money in- 


volved in this deal will be virtually 
$10,000,000. 

Besides being the chairman of

Speed at Which Nails Grow 

A French protessor, BE. Yung, has

Supplies for Allies 


Minister of Munitions Tells of 
Great Increase in British 
Output 

Reviewing the work of the govern- 
ment munitions department in the 
House of Commons, Edwin Sam 
Montague, Minister of Munitions, af- 
ter telling of the immense increase 
in output in all kinds of guns and 
munitions, informed the House that 
all rifles and machine guns were be- 
ing supplied from home factories, 
The artillery had during the recent 
fighting acquitted itself to the entire 
satisfaction of the British army and 
had won the praise of the French 
Ministry of Munitions. This state- 
ment, he added, was particularly true 
of the heavy guns and howitzers. 

Mr, Montague said that half of the 
engineering resources of the country 
are required for the navy. Very 
shortly Great Britain, he said, would 
have provided for her own require. 
ments and be able to devote herself 
exclusively to the wants of her allies 
in regard to machine guns, Already, 
he said, she was sending large am- 
ounts of gins and ammunition to her 
allies; was sending to France one- 
third of her production of shell stecl 
and transferring to her allies metals 
necessary for munitions, 

The production of heavy shells, 
said the minister, was now 94 per 
cent, greater than in 1914, There was 
now being produced in four days, he 
declared, as much howitzer ammuni- 
tion as was produced during the 
whole of last year, while there were 
being turned out every month as 
many heavy gins as were in exist- 
ence when the Ministry of Munitions 
was formed, and this number would 
soon be nearly doubled, 

The output of machine guns had 
increased fourteenfold, continued the 
minister, and there could be turned 
out in four weeks as many existed 
at the formation of the Ministry, The 
output of high explosives was sixty 
times as great as a year ago, but the 
amount required was 11,000 to 12,000 
as great as at the beginning of the 
war, ‘The output of heavy ammuni- 
tion, however, now covered the ex- 
penditure, 

Referring to German press reports 
that the present offensive had made 
irreparable inroads upon the Allies’ 
stocks of ammunition, Mr, Montague 
said it was true that the last month's 
expenditure of ammunition was more 
than double the amount than would 
have been considered adequate cight 
months ago, and that in the week 
preceding the July offensive the 
amount of ammunition consumed ex-

Beferve the year 1914 probably all 
who were present had dieauaned the 
future of the British Empire, analys- 
ed the bonds which held toether that 
great political, organization which 
had no parallel in the world’s history, 
and perhaps each man had asked 
himself whether, when the moment 
of stress, of difficulty and of danger 
occurred the bonds would stand the 
strain of any future world catas- 
trophe.( Perhaps those who thus 
meditated had little notion that with- 
in a few years, perhaps a few 
months, a strain would have been 
put on the British Empire which 
might well have destroyed a more 
closely knit organization. They all 
knew how it had stood the test. 
(Cheers.) 

It would be one of the marvels of 
history that in the carly days of this 
year the empire as one man showed 
its resolve to join with the Mother 
Country in the great effort to main- 
tain the ideals of world freedom 
which it was the boast of our race 
ye spread throughout the world, 
ch of its own impulse, moved 
by its own sentiments of patriotism, 
without pressure, without persua- 
sion, sent of its best in men and re- 
sources to help in the common cause, 
No greater triumph of our race had 
ever occurred, (Cheers.) It was said 
the other day, perhaps with some 
truth, that we had not powers of or- 
ganization of which more artificial 
communities (laughter) had = shown 
themselves capable; but there w 
natural growth which, if born of the 


best things of the human spirit, 
might produce better results than 
any mechanical organization, and 


such a natural growth was the Brit- 
ish Empire. German writers of great 
repute and great learning, deeming 
themselves inspired by the profound- 
est philosophical wisdom, had with 
jan air of triumph announced to the 
world that the true bond of union 
which kept Germany together was 
not the representative assembly 
which Germans elected to meet in 
Berlin, but the German army. In 
fone sense it might be said at this 
moment that one of the bonds of the 
Pritish Empire was the British army, 
hut in a very different sense. 

The British army was a bond of 
empire because it was spontancously 
conposed of elements of each of the 
self-voverning Dominions, not fulfill- 
ing their own conceptions of their 
national destinies, but—whether from 
Australia, Canada, South Africa, New 
(Zealand, India, or wherever they 
came from—forming an army united 
with one will and purpose. (Cheers.)

Me did not ask himself whether it 
would be wise, and if wise, easy, to 
modify the constitutional relations 
between the several parts of the em- 
pire.

ourselves we would preserve also for 
other nations.

The World’s History 


Officers Assert Losses in Men Suf- 
fered Are Small Price to 
Pay for Gains 


™o the civilian who notes the fig 
ures in the casualty lists issued every 
24 hours, and sees fresh convoys of 
wounded arriving daily at the big 
London railway stations, it scems 
that England is paying a terrible and 
ghastly price for whatever slte 
gaining by the “big push.” 

_ On that point the opinions of the 
fighting men themselves are of inter- 
jest. Chance afforded a London re- 
porter an opportunity to obtain the 
views of two officers on the question 
of casualties. It was when a hospi- 
\tal ship laden with wounded reached 
the landing stage at Southampton, 
and he was permitted to go aboard. 
“What do you think of the British 
casualties?” he asked the wounded 
major of a battalion which played its 
|Ppart at Fricourt, Montauban, and 
Bazentin, He was sitting with an- 
other officer, the adjutant of a bat- 
talion which fought its w y through 
La Boiselle to Contalmaison, One 
had the experience of Loos for a stan- 
(‘dard of comparison; the other has 
been at the front since the early days 
of 1915, BGK 
“Well, there’s a good many of them 
of course, Seeing the whole lot in a 
narrow funnel, as you do here, it

move hand or foot on the western 
front without casualties, But I'm

You 
take it from me, our new armies can 
jstand a lot of this, a deuced sight 
jmore of it than Germany could po.- 
|sibly stand. Our chaps are in better 
heart today than they've ever been 
since 1914, 

“In the carly days it was a case 
of pitting flesh and blood against 
metal, The German had the over- 
whelming advantage of us at every 
turn, and in every mortal way; ex- 
{cept in the spirit of his men. But 
the boot’s on the other foot now, and 
j will be still more so when we've got 
‘a few more German positions, For, 
in addition to everything else, mind, 
|they had us beaten out of sight in 
the matter of relative positions, fields 
lof fire, cover from fire, field of view, 
and all that. But the greatest dif- 
ference is in the matter of guns and 
ammunition, 

“Why, it wouldn't worry me much 
if our casualties were twice as heay 
as they are; no, three or four times. 

“Nor me, Not a bit,” agreed the 
jadjutant, “We all know there must 
be big fighting and lots of it, to fin- 
jish this war; and there can't be big 
fighting without proportionately big 
casualties, On the basis which we're 
Highting just now, | wouldn’t care if 
jour casualties were ten times nu- 
|merous; and do you know why? Be- 
cause, on the present relation of gains 
to losses, of what we sell to what 
jwe're getting for it; if our casualties 
jwere ten times what they are, the 
jwar would be over before the sum- 
{mer is over and Germany would be 
tdown and out,” 
“And ll tell you another thing,” 
isaid the other officer, “A rare lot of
